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SUBJECT: TERRORIST SYMPATHIZERS OCCUPY CHURCH IN US SECTOR 

1 . FOLLOWING 0815 SUNDAY SERVICE AT EMMAUS LUTHERAN CHURCH 
IN KREUZBERGtUS SECTOR) 16 ANARCHIST/TERRORIST SYMPATHIZERS 
POSING AS WORSHIPPERS, LATER JOINED BY 40-45 COMPATRIOTS, 
OCCUPIED CHURCH PREMISES AND DEMANDED "DISCUSSION" WITH THE 
PASTOR. PROTESTORS, WHO DESCRIBED THEMSELVES AS " THE COMMIT- 
TEE FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE HUNGER STRIKE", ARE BELIEVED TO 
BE MEMBERS OF, OR IN ALLIANCE WITH ANTIFA ORGANIZATION THAT 
OCCUPIED CHURCH IN FRANKFURT FOR SEVERAL DAYS LAST WEEK. 
THEY INFORMED PASTOR THAT OCCUPATION OF HIS CHURHC WAS IN- 
TENDED TO DEMONSTRATE SUPPORT FOR 80 TERRORIST PRISONERS NOW 
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ON HUNGER STRIKE AT STAMMHEIM PRISON IN STUTTGART AND 
THE OTHER PRISONS THROUGHOUT THE FRG AND IN BERLIN 
PROTESTING INHUMANE CONDITIONS. PASTOR AGREED TO INITIAL 
DEMAND OF DEMONSTRATORS THAT THEY BE ALLOWED TO HOLD AN 
EVENING PRESS CONFERENCE IN THE CHURCH. POLICE WERE ON 
THE SCENE QUICKLY, BUT UNDER GERMAN LAW COULD DO NOTHING 
MORE THAN OBSERVE SITUATION FROM OUTSIDE, SINCE PASTOR 
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REFUSED TO FILE COMPLAINT WITH POLICE AGAINST PRESENCE 
OF DEMONSTRATORS ON CHURCH PROPERTY. UNOBTRUSIVELY. 

POLICE HAVE HAVE ATTEMPTED TO PHOTOGRPAH INDIVIDUAL DEMONSTRA- 
TORS AS THEY LEFT CHURCH TO ESTABLISH IDENTITY. 

2. AT 1730 DEMONSTRATORS BY THEN NUMBERING ABOUT 80, 

MET WITH REPORTER REPRESENTING TABLOID B.Z. AND POSSIBLY 
OTHER PRESS REPRESENTATIVES. COMMITTEE DISTRIBUTED TO 
PRESS A STATEMENT CATEGORICALLY REJECTING CHARGES BROUGHT 
AGAINST TERRORISTS, DECLARING SOLIDARITY WITH PRISONERS' 

HUNGER STRIKE, AND CONDEMNING CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH 
PRISONERS ARE HELD IN GERMAN JAILS. SPECIFICALLY, THEY 
DEMANDED THAT MEDIA PUBLISH DETAILED INFORMATION ABOUT 
CONDITIONS AND PRESENT STATE OF HEALTH OF PRISONERS, AND 
THAT THE CHURCH AUTHORITIES EXERT PRESSURE ON GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS TO SPEAK OUT ON THIS SUBJECT. 

3. IN VIEW OF EXTREMIST TENDENCIES OF DEMONSTRATORS 
AND FACT THAT ONLY A LIMITED NUMBER OF DAILIES APPEAR 

IN BERLIN ON MONDAY, PRESS RESPONDED UNENTHUSIASTICALLY 
TO PROTESTORS' DEMAND TO BE HEARD. FOLLOWING PRESS CON- 
FERENCE, LEADERSHIP OF EMMAUS CHURCH CONSISTING OF PASTOR 
AND CHURCH ELDERS, MET AGAIN WITH DEMONSTRATORS AND 
APPARENTLY RETRACTING AN EARLIER DECISION TO AUTHORIZE 
THE POLICE TO CLEAR THE CHURCH IF THE DEMONSTRATORS DID 
NOT LEAVE VOLUNTARILY, THEY AGREED TO FURTHER DEMAND 
THAT GROUP BE ALLOWED TO REMAIN AT LEAST UNTIL DAWN SO 
THEY COULD READ ACCOUNT OF INTERVIEW GIVEN TO B.Z. 
CORRESPONDENT. DEMONSTRATORS OBVIOUSLY MUST HAVE BEEN 
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DISAPPOINTED BY CRYPTIC COVERAGE DEVOTED TO CHURCH 
OCCUPANCY AND THEIR DEMANDS THAT APPEARED TIN APRIL 25 
B.Z. AND DIE WELT. 

4. DURING EARLY MORNING HOURS MAJORITY OF GROUP LEFT 
CHURCH VOLUNTARILY, BUT 20 OR 30 PERSONS HAVE REMAINED 
IN THE CHURCH. AFTER SERVING GROUP BREAKFAST, PASTOR 
ATTEMPTED ONCE AGAIN UNSUCCESSFULLY, TO PERSUADE THEM 
TO VACATE THE CHURCH PREMISES. DEMONSTRATORS RESPONDED 
BY ANNOUNCING THEY WERE HOLDING SECOND PRESS CONFERENCE 
MONDAY PM , AFTER WHICH THEY WOULD "CONSIDER" LEAVING 
PASTOR ACQUIESCED IN THIS FURTHER DEMAND. 

5. IN LIGHT OF CRITCISM DIRECTED AT MUNICIPAL AND 
CHURCH AUTHORITIES IN FRANKFURT FOR THEIR FAILURE TO 
ORDER POLICE TO EJECT DEMONSTRATORS THERE LAST WEEK, 

USCOB AND HIS STAFF CONSULTED AFTERNOON APRIL 24, ON 
ADVISABILITY OF RECOMMENDING TO THE AMBASSADOR THAT HE 
AUTHORIZE ISSUANCE OF A U.S. SECTOR ORDIANANCE PROHIBITING 
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THE FORCED OCCUPANCY OF THE EMMAUS CHURCH AND AUTHORIZING 
THE POLICE TO ARREST THE DEMONSTRATORS IF THEY FAILED 
TO LEAVE VOLUNTARILY. HOWEVER, SINCE CHURCH LEADERSHIP 
INFORMED POLICE SHORTLY THEREAFTER THAT THEY WERE NOT 
OVERLY CONCERNED ABOUT OCCUPANCY OF THE CHURCH HOPING 
TO RESOLVE THE MATTER AMICABLY, AND SPECIFIICALLY REQUESTE 
THAT ANY OVERT POLICE PRESENCE NEAR THE CHURCH BE WITH- 
DRAWN, WE DECIDED TO MONITOR SITUATION OVERNIGHT AND TO 
CONSULT IN MEANTIME WITH SENIOR BERLIN OFFICIALS. 

6. IN LATE EVENING OF APRIL 24, POLAD DISCUSSED MATTER 

WITH SENATORS STOBBE AND NEUBAUER AND POLICE CHIEF HUEBNER. 
NEUBAUER THOUGHT THAT IT WOULD BE A MISTAKE FOR THE U.S. 
MISSION TO ORDER THE POLICE TO CLEAR THE BUILDING IN THE 
ABSENCE OF A CHURCH REQUEST THAT IT BE DONE. LEGALLY, 

THE SQUATTERS WOULD BE I NO VIOLATION OF LAW, SO LONG 
AS THE CHURCH TOLERATED THEIR PRESENCE. ANY SUCH ALLIED 
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ORDER WOULD THEREFORE BE CLEARLY IN EXCESS OF GERMAN LAW, 
AND PRESUMABLY WOULD BE CRITICIZED BY THE CHURCH AS INTER 
FERENCE IN ITS PREROGATIVES. (THE BRITISH AND FRENCH MISSIONS 
EXPRESSED THE SAME VIEW TO US.) ( THE FRENCH WANTED ONLY TO 
CONTINUE TO OBSERVE THE PROBLEM). 

7. GIVEN THE POLITICAL VIEWS OF THE SENAT AND THE ALLIES 
LEGAL SITUATION, AND THE FACT THAT THE SQUATTERS WERE 
CONFING THEIR ACTIVITIES TO THE CHURCH, I.E. WERE NOT 
CREATING ANY OVERSPILL OF DISORDER OR NUISANCE OUTSIDE 

THE CHURCH PREMISES, GENERAL MCDONOUGH CONCLUDED THAT SO 
LONG AS THESE CIRCUMSTANCES CONTINUED, WE WOULD REFRAIN 
FROM ORDERING ANY SPECIAL POLICE ACTION. 

8. COMMENT: SITUATION REMAINS FLUID GIVEN DEMONSTRATORS’ 
STALLING TACTICS AND OBVIOUS RELUCTANCE OF CHURCH LEADER- 
SHIP IN ORDER POLICE EVICTION OF SQUATTERS. 

IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES, THERE IS REAL POSSIBILITY 
THAT FORCED OCCUPANCY OF EMMAUS CHURCH BY TERRORIST 
SYMPATHIZERS COULD LAST SEVERAL DAYS.
